heroism, and live such a thrillinz 
cuapter of national history for the 
sake of her country. It is a story 
which can not fail to inspire as much 
as it impresses those who become 
juainted with it and Miss Thom- 
son’s presentation of her subject did 
not neglect a point which could  il- 
luminate it. The unassuming manner 
of the speaker and the charm of her 
low, clear voice gave the delivery of 
the lecture a dignity which befitted 
it and made it all the more delight- 
ful to those who listened.
